kHE overthrow of Premier Venizelos in December, 1920, was

ed the not unusual but naive belief that the faults of a bad king!

They defended "the decision of the Greek -people against the j 
opinion of the non-German and non-Bolshevist world. They said 


*v Oonstantine would rule more liberally and more successfully 
'"", than Venizelos if the Allies permitted him to do so.

CoBstantine has been ruling for twenty months and his rule 


"has been characteristic thruout. He began his work by a whole- 
sale dismissal of Venizelist officers. He continued it by reject- 
ing the proposed modifications of the treaty of Sevres which 
grew from the .London conference of February, 1921. 
He fol- 


lowed this action by successive military disasters which have 
Jttst ended in the destruction of his army in Asia Minor. He 
Jias sunk the Greeks deeper into debt and saddled them with a 
"!miEtarism" much more oppressive and infinitely more vicious 
, than that for which Venizelos was criticized. 


There are evidences- that Greece herself is beginning to 
on the cost of losing Venizelos and of carrying Constantine. 


The present cabinet has resigned. Venizelist officers have ap- 
jseared to nelp the routed army. There is talk of the great pre- 
mier's return. 
T' ^ But whatever may be the feeling and action of Greece, the 
opinion of the- world in general cannot be greatly divided. 


y?_\ Constantine has had his day and it has been a disastrous one. 


His friends will doubtless say that he has not received sufficient 
teupport from England and France. They knew that to restore 
J^sa was to risk the alienatibn of these nations, yet, despite this 
fact, the Allies have been patient rather than vindictive, help- 
iul rather than obstructive. If the French have drifted into op- 
position to Greece, it may be asked whether Venizelos would 
have allowed them to do so. As to the military situation, it 
teems to have been rendered difficult at the start by; partisan 
discrimination. Vtfnizelos with the orginial army might well 
have been holding Smyrna. Certainly he would not have shown 
the strategic stupidity characteristic of the Constantinian con- 
trol. 


The former premier has been vindicated in the conference 
hall and on the battlefield. In discarding him the Greeks seem 
to have discarded their opportunity for the greater Greece 
which he envisaged and had all but made a reality.
